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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5, 10-13, 15 and 16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach an apparatus for generating electrical energy having a coils 
wound about a circular conduit, said conduit having a gas inlet and a gas outlet with a magnetic 
element confined therein as recited in claim 1. DeLemo (of record) discloses a generator having 
an inner conduit 20 contained within an outer conduit 12. Outer conduit 12 has opening for a 
coolant, specifically liquid nitrogen. The coils are inside outer conduit 12, the coils are outside 
inner conduit 20 and inner conduit 20 contains the magnetic element. Neither the inner conduit 
nor the outer conduit of DeLemo anticipates the claim language of a conduit with coil wires 
wrapped around the conduit and the conduit having a gas inlet and a gas outlet. Mittal 4,321,020 
A discloses a circular conduit for a pump where air is contained within a conduit with coils 
wrapped around the conduit. Combining elements from DeLemo with elements fi-om Mittal 
would produce a device similar to the claimed invention. However no reason has been found for 
making such a combination. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach the method of 
providing a means to propel a magnetic armature comprising a plurality of coils in a substantially 
circular arrangement on a barrel combined with a ballistic propellant capable of generating high 
pressure combustion gases as recited in claim 12. In claim 12 the limitation of a "plurality of 
field coils in substantially circular arrangement" is interpreted to mean the plurality of coils is in 
a circular arrangement, not that each coil has a circular shape.
